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1. Recent events have indicated that the Soviet Union has been extending its in- 
fluence and control over the Polish Railway System. This trend has not only 
been srecifically noted in the strategic plannine roing on concerning lines 
handling East—Jest traffic in Poland, but also in the fact that the greater 
rereentage of all heavy industrial output of railroad equipment in Poland and 
other eastern European countries is beinr manipulated, controlled, and utilized 
to the best advantage of the Sovict Union. As ropards new strategic railroad 
lines in Poland 1% is reperted that emphasis is being placed on a new line to rur 
parallel to, but to the north of, the present ?vrankfurt-Poznan-Warsaw line; 
stress is also being placed on lines running from ‘larsaw eastward to and ex- 
tendine through the Baltic area. ‘ 


2. At the present time larsaw is the focal point for the northern railroad traf~ 
fic bst-een the East and the ‘lest via Poland and as such is of great importance 
to the Russians, In the future, for military reasons, it is expected that the 
city of Iindlin, north of ‘Jarsav, will become cqually important and will handle 
the rrincinal share of all northern traffic. The routine of traffic through 
Modlin has already bequn, and it now handles all railroad transport previously 
cleared throurh Yarsaw from the northern areas of Poland. Modlin's traffic will 
be expanded as quickly as facilities andcorstruction permit.
